Safety precautions 



Placement 



Set the unit up on an even surface away from direct 
sunlight, high temperatures, high humidity, and excessive 
vibration. These conditions can damage the cabinet and 
other components, thereby shortening the unit's service life. 

Place it at least 1 5 cm away from wall surfaces to avoid 
distortion and unwanted acoustical effects. 

Do not place heavy items on the unit. 



Voltage 



Do not use high voltage power sources. This can 
overload the unit and cause a fire. 

Do not use a DC power source. Check the source 
carefully when setting the unit up on a ship or other place 
where DC is used. 



AC mains lead protection 



Ensure the AC mains lead is connected correctly and not 
damaged. Poor connection and lead damage can cause fire 
or electric shock. Do not pull, bend, or place heavy items on 
the lead. 

Grasp the plug firmly when unplugging the lead. Pulling 
the AC mains lead can cause electric shock. 

Do not handle the plug with wet hands. This can cause 
electric shock. 



Foreign matter 



Do not let metal objects fall inside the unit. This can cause 
electric shock or malfunction. 

Do not let liquids get into the unit. This can cause electric 
shock or malfunction. If this occurs, immediately disconnect 
the unit from the power supply and contact your dealer. 

Do not spray insecticides onto or into the unit. They 
contain flammable gases which can ignite if sprayed into the 
unit. 



Service 



Do not attempt to repair this unit by yourself. If sound is 
interrupted, indicators fail to light, smoke appears, or any 
other problem that is not covered in these instructions 
occurs, disconnect the AC mains lead and contact your 
dealer or an authorized service center. Electric shock or 
damage to the unit can occur if the unit is repaired, 
disassembled or reconstructed by unqualified persons.

For your safety, please read the following text 
carefully. 

This appliance is supplied with a moulded 
three pin mains plug for your safety and 
convenience. 

A 5-ampere fuse is fitted in this plug. 
Should the fuse need to be replaced please 
ensure that the replacement fuse has a rating 
of 5-ampere and that it is approved by ASTA or 
BSI to BS1362. 

Check for the ASTA mark <$> or the BSI mark 
^ on the body of the fuse. 

If the plug contains a removable fuse cover you 
must ensure that it is refitted when the fuse is 
replaced. 

If you lose the fuse cover the plug must not be 
used until a replacement cover is obtained. 
A replacement fuse cover can be purchased 
from your local dealer. 

CAUTION! 

IF THE FITTED MOULDED PLUG IS 
UNSUITABLE FOR THE SOCKET 
OUTLET IN YOUR HOME THEN THE 
FUSE SHOULD BE REMOVED AND THE

Blue: Neutral, Brown: Live. 

As these colours may not correspond with the 

coloured markings identifying the terminals in 

your plug, proceed as follows: 

The wire which is coloured Blue must be 

connected to the terminal which is marked with 

the letter N or coloured Black or Blue. 

The wire which is coloured Brown must be 

connected to the terminal which is marked with 

the letter L or coloured Brown or Red.

How to replace the fuse 

The location of the fuse differ according to the 
type of AC mains plug (figures A and B). 
Confirm the AC mains plug fitted and follow the 
instructions below. 

Illustrations may differ from actual AC mains 
plug. 

1 . Open the fuse cover with a screwdriver.

A Battery installation 



Use of batteries 



• Align the poles (+ and -) properly when inserting the 
batteries. 

• Do not mix old and new batteries or different types of 
batteries. 

• Do not recharge ordinary dry cell batteries. 

• Do not heat or disassemble the batteries. Do not allow 
them to contact flame or water. 

• Remove the batteries if the unit is not to be used for a long 
time. 

• Do not keep together with metallic objects such as 
necklaces. 

• Do not use rechargeable type batteries. 

• Do not use batteries if the covering has been peeled off. 

Mishandling of batteries can cause electrolyte leakage 
which can damage items the fluid contacts and may cause a 
fire. 

If electrolyte leaks from the batteries, consult your dealer. 
Wash thoroughly with water if electrolyte comes in contact 
with any part of your body. 



B Correct method of use 



Operations notes 



• Do not place obstacles between the remote control signal 
sensor and remote control unit. 

• Do not expose the remote control signal sensor to direct 
sunlight or to the bright light of a fluorescent light. 

• Take care to keep the remote control signal sensor and 
end of the remote control unit free from dust. 

• If this system is installed in a rack with glass doors, the 
glass doors' thickness or color might make it necessary to 
use the remote control unit a shorter distance from the 
system. 



To prevent damage 



• Do not place heavy items on the remote control. 

• Do not disassemble or reconstruct. 

• Do not spill water or other liquids on the remote control. 

Q Placement of speakers 

Speakers are designed identically so that no left or right 
channel orientation is necessary. 



> Keep your speakers at least 1 0 mm away from the system 
for proper ventilation. 

1 These speakers do not have magnetic shielding. Do not 
place them near televisions, personal computers or other 
devices easily influenced by magnetism. 

■ To avoid damage to the speakers, do not touch the 
speaker cones if you have taken the nets off.

1 Plug the AC mains lead into a household mains socket 
only after all other connections have been made. 

■ To prepare the AM loop antenna wire and speaker cords, 
twist the vinyl cover tip and pull off. 




Connect the FM indoor antenna. 

Tape the antenna to a wall or column, in a position 
where radio signals are received with the least amount 
of interference. 

For the best reception: 

An FM outdoor antenna is recommended. page 7) 

Connect the AM loop antenna. 

After attaching the antenna, turn on the system and 
tune in a broadcast station. Put the antenna where the 
reception is best and interference is minimal. 

Connect the speaker cables. 

Connect each end of the speaker cables to the 
terminal lever of the same color so (+) and (-) are 
correct. Never allow the exposed wires to contact each 
other when connected. 
Incorrect connection can damage the unit. 



Caution 



Use only the supplied speakers. 

The combination of the main unit and speakers provide 
the best sound. Using other speakers can damage the 
unit and sound quality will be negatively affected. 



Caution 

• Use the speakers only with the recommended 
system. 

Failure to do so may lead to damage to the 
amplifier and/or the speakers, and may result 
in the risk of fire. Consult a qualified service 
person if damage has occurred or if you 
experience a sudden change in performance. 

• Do not attach these speakers to walls or 
ceilings.

Insertion of Connector

FM outdoor antenna 



Disconnect the FM indoor antenna if an FM outdoor 
antenna is installed. 

An outdoor antenna should be installed by a qualified 
technician only. 



AM outdoor antenna 



Connect the outdoor antenna without removing the AM loop 
antenna. Run 5 to 12 m of vinyl-covered wire horizontally 
along a window or other convenient location.

When the unit is not in use, disconnect the outdoor antenna 
to prevent possible damage that may be caused by lighting. 
Never use an outdoor antenna during an electrical storm.

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Setting the time 



by remote control only 

This is a 24-hour clock. 

The example shows how to set the clock for 18:30 (6:30 pm). 

1 Press [(!)] to turn the unit on. 

2 Press [CLOCK/TIMER] to display "CLOCK". 

Every time you press the button: 

i »CLOCK^> ON© PLAY -» OFF© PLAY 1 

' — Original display<-OFF© REC <-ON© REC <^ 

3 Within 10 seconds 

Press [V/REW/W^] or [A/FF/*>H] to set the 
time. 

Press and hold to change the time faster. 

4 Press [CLOCK/TIMER]. 

The time is set and the original display is restored. 

Displaying the clock when the unit is ON: 

Press [CLOCK/TIMER]. 

The clock is shown for about 10 seconds. 



The clock may lose or gain some time over a period. 
Readjust if necessary. 



Ql Convenient Functions 



To dim the display panel 



by remote control only 

Use this when you are going to sleep or any other time you 
would prefer the panel to be dimmer. 

Press [DIMMER]. 

The display panel dims except for the [AC IN] indicator. 
To cancel 

Press [DIMMER] again. 



To mute the volume 



by remote control only 

This feature is convenient when you have a telephone call, 
etc. 

Press [MUTING]. 

Press the button again to cancel. ("MUTING" goes out.) 
Muting can also be cancelled by lowering the volume all the 
way to "0". 

When the system is turned off, the muting operation will be 
automatically cancelled. 



Turning the demo function off 



If the clock has not been set, a demonstration of the display 
is shown when the unit is switched to standby. 
This function is set to on at the time of purchase. 

Press and hold [■/-DEMO] until "DEMO OFF" is 
displayed. 

The display changes each time the button is held down.

The radio: manual tuning 

1 Press [6/l] to turn the unit on. 

2 Press [TUNER/BAND] to select "FM" or "AM". 

Every time you press the button: 
FM = AM 

3 Press [TUNE MODE] on the remote control to 
select the ma nual tunin g mode. 

Make sure that " Iflaifflzraal " is not displayed. 



4 Press [V/REW/M^] or [A/FF/^W] to select 
t he freq uency of the required station. 

" Ililfliail " is displayed when a radio station is tuned. 
Efl is displayed when a stereo FM broadcast is being 
received. 

5 Adjust the volume. 

Auto tuning 

Press and hold [V/REW/K*] or [A/FF/*>-l] for a moment 
until the frequency starts changing rapidly. The unit begins 
auto tuning, stopping when it finds a station. 

• Auto tuning may not function when there is excessive 
interference. 

• To cancel auto tuning, press [V/REW/K*] or [A/FF/^M] 
once again. 



If noise is excessive in FM 



by remote control only 

Press [FM MODE/BP] to display " [MONO] ". 

This mode improves sound quality if reception is weak, but 
broadcasts will be heard in monaural. 
Press [FM MODE/BP] again to cancel the mode. 
" IMONOI " goes out. MONO is also canceled if the frequency 
is chang ed. 

Turn off " IMONOI " for normal listening. Stereo and monaural 
broadcasts are automatically played as they are received. 



For South East Asia only 
About allocation settings 



Each country allocates broadcast bands according to their 
particular needs. 

This system can also receive AM broadcasts allocated in 10 
KHz steps. 

To change the step (9kHz<->10kHz) 
Preparation: 

Press [TUNER/BAND] to select "FM". 
© Press and hold [TUNER/BAND]. 

After a few seconds the display changes to a flashing 

display of the current minimum frequency. 
© Continue to hold [TUNER/BAND] down. 

When the minimum frequency changes, release the 

button. 

To return to the original step, repeat the above steps. 

• After changing the "allocation" setting, the frequencies you 
previously preset in the memory will be cleared. 

•Sound is momentarily interrupted if you load/unload tapes 
while listening to an AM broadcast. 
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
